gang, was arrested in Texas 
yes- 
erday by Postoffice Inspector D o­ 
ran, of 
Denver, 
who 
has 
been 
cam pingon his trail for weeks. 
Musgrove is one 
of 
the eight 
men who robbed the postoffice and 
store at Fort Sumner, X . M., four 
weeks ago and killed a 12-year-old 
boy, who was shot dead in attempt­ 
ing to escape. 
The band lined up fifteen custom­ 
ers 
in the store and relieved them 
of their valuables in 
true Dalton 
style. 
Tne gang began its long career 
of crime and robbery by the sensa­ 
tional hold-up of ten citizens and 
the robbing of the postcffiice 
at 
Revuelto, wffiere their secured a big 
haul, followed by holding up a sa­ 
loon at Tucumcari, N . M. 
Musgrove fell into the meshes of j 
the law through a letter to a dash­ 
in g young woman from Oklahoma, 
which 
was 
intercepted, together 
with 
information 
furnished 
by 
Indians on the Mescolro reserva­ 
tion. 
He had arranged to marry his 
sweetheart 
in April, and 
if his 
plans had not been interrupted he 
would 
have 
taken his 
intended 
bride to the mountain fastnesses to 
become the princess of his outlaw 
camp. 
Musgrove and 
his 
gang 
have 
been in hiding for several months, 
since Gov. Otero offered rewards 
for their capture. 
The hanging of 
Tom Ketchum, one of the gang, at 
Clayton last year, has had a quiet­ 
in g effect on them. 
The 
outlaws 
disappeared 
for 
months until recently, when they 
crossed through Southeastern N e w 
Mexico, robbing and killing, and 
beaded for the Capitan mountains. 
Their reappearance created great 
uneasiness and consternation in the 
sparsely settled districts.

Neill, J. Cook and 
Joe Roberts on Blue river, forty 
miles 
above 
Clifton, 
Texas, 
by 
D eputy Sheriff John 
Parks and 
deputies.

The credential committee report­ 
ed that all of the delegates who 
were elected at the ward meetings 
with the exception of three, who 
had given proxies, were preieot 
and entitled to seats.

Lee Montgomery, chairman of 
the committee on order of bu siness 
and procedu re, preseated tfe fol­ 
lowing report, which v/as adopted 
for the convention : 


ORDER OF BUSINESS. 
First— Report of committee on 
credentials. 
Second—Appointment of com­ 
mittee on resolu tions, to whom all 
resolu tions shall be referred, with­ 
ou t debate, said committee to be 
appointed by the chairman and to 


consist of fou r persons, two demo­ 
crats and two repu blicans.

reassemble as above stated, and on 
new nominations for su ch place, 
shall vote as a joint convention for 
su ch candidate, and a majority of 
the whole shall nominate, provided 
that the nomination shall be made 
from and by the party entitled to 
su ch office u nder the agretment. 
Fou rth—On any reassembling of 
the joint convention, the report of 
the committee on resolu tions shall

The joint convention was then 
resolved into two conventions, one 
democratic and the other repu bli­ 
can, for the selection of the tick et. 
Ti e repu blicans first named as 
their tick et the following gentle­ 
men : J. L. Babcock , mayor; J. 
W. Tru xel, police ju dge; A. L 
Shortridge, city attorney; Chas. 
Hoffman, school director; II. W. 
Meu scbk e, alderman First ward;

We want the pu blic fu nds sa­ 
credly u sed for the pu rposes for 
which they were collected, as the 
law directs; we want every dollar 
collected by taxes to pay bonds to 
be at once so applied. 
We demand that the expenses 
and ou tgo of the city shou ld be at 
once redu ced to the measu re of its 
annu al income. 
We say that the police force 
shou ld be non-partisan and k ept 
8 0, and that it is the wish of this 
convention that the exact and fu ll 
details of the city’s financial affairs 
be k ept before the people for their 
infojrmation and discu ssion; and 
finally we demand of the nominees 
of this convention that we and all 
recognize the noble object at the 
root of this non-partisan move­ 
ment, and that they will show by 
their official work s that they re­ 
spond to the ju st demands and 
hopes of their fellow citizens. 
Re­ 
spectfu lly su bmitted. 
On motion of Mr. Bothwell, the 
fu ll list of officers as selected was 
read, and, on motion of Mr. Caeh- 
raan, it was ratified by the conven­ 
tion as a whole. 
The convtnvion was adjou rned at 
lo 130 p. m. 


renaocratic Convention. 
M. W. Cadle was made chair­ 
man of the democratic meeting and 
Lee Montgomery was elected sec­ 
retary by acclamation. 
M, W. Cadle was 
re-elected 
chairman of the city central com­ 
mittee for two yeais, the vote 
being u nanimou s. 
The election of a school director 
was tak en u p and J, B. Rick man 
placed in nomination T. W. Bost; 
Lee Montgomery nominated Dr.

9 ; Logan, 8 . 
Fifth—Monroe, 19 ; Hatton, 9 
Secretary Montgomery then an­ 
nou nced that 
Mr. Monroe was 
elected by a vote of 19 to 9 . 
The Second ward delegates bad 
a hard time selecting a candidate 
for alderman, bu t finally R. A. 
Higdon was chosen by a vote of 5 
to 2. 
Chairman Cadle appointed W. 
H. Powell, W. S. Bak er, W. E. 
Miller and W. J. Fergu son as a 
committee to report the resu lt of 
the nominations to the repu blican 
convention. 
Hon. J. H. Bothwell came from 
the repu blican convention to report 
the candidates whom they had 
nominated. 
On motion of Mr. Cashman, the 
nominations of the repu blicans, 
with the exception of the cou ncil- 
men, were ratified and renominated 
by the democrats.* 
Mr. John A. Ready’s name as

case of bank robbery for 
w hich I. N . Hughes, a former Se- 
dalian, was arrested, but released a 
w eek later, is referred to as follows 
b y the St. Louis Republic of this 
m o rn in g : 
Sylvester Savignac, Charles M ey­ 
ers and John Stephens, alias H ar­ 
rington, are to be tried in the cir- 
cnit court at Belleville today on the 
charge of blow ing open the safe 
and robbing the National Stock 
Y a rd s bank at East St. Louis on 
the night of January 19. 
S tate A ttorney James A . Farm er 
w ill conduct the prosecution, and 
has continued several other cases 
set for today. 
H e is confident that 
he w ill be able to secure convic­ 
tions in the three cases. 
The men 
charged with the robbery have nut 
talked 
much 
since their 
arrest, 
b a t w ill attempt to prove alibis. 
Oflc of the peculiar 
features of 
this 
case 
w ill "be 
the expected 
w orth ’essness 
of any 
testimDLy 
that m ight be given by W atchm en 
Philpot and Eastep, who said they 
w ere captured 
by 
the 
robbers, 
bound and gagged and kept pris­ 
oners for the 
greater 
part of the 
night. 
Eastep swore to information in a 
warrant which caused the arrest of 
I. N . Hughes on a charge of being 
the man who held them prisoners 
w hile the safe was 
being 
blown 
open. 
Philpot identified the man, 
and he was held in jail 
for 
more 
than a week. 
A t the preliminary 
hearing in East St. Louis, Hughes 
w as prepared to prove a full aiibi 
as to hii whereabouts on the night 
o f the robbery, and this fact caused 
P hilpot und Eastep 
to 
waver 
in 
their identification of 
him, and fi­ 
n ally both declared he was not the 
man. 
It is not 
thought that 
either 


Philpot or Eastep will be 
called 
upon for material evidence, except 
such as might be wanted to show 
the nature of the robbery. 
State 
Attorney 
Farmer 
has 
stated that he would not have to 
put the watchmen on the stand to 
secure a conviction of the trio under 
arrest. 
He claims to have enough 
evidence gathered on the outside, 
and 
principilly through 
his 
in­ 
dividual efforts, to 
bring 
about 
conviction. 
A s yet this evidence is known 
only to the state attorney and a few 
of the authorities and will be in­ 
troduced at the proper time.

It is found on nearly all the iinirri- 
gated hi lids in Xew Mexico, soiuhern 
Califoi nia and old ^iexieo, but is par- 
lieuiaiiy common in Arizona. 
As a rule the me.'ipiiie sliriih at­ 
tains a growth of ten or iiftecn feet, 
but sometimes develops into a tree, in 
shape much like a full-grown apple 
tree. 
Its wood is worthless save as 
fUfl. 
Its ])cans grow in long pods, and 
wliile it has long been known that cat­ 
tle and liorses' would browse on them 
when other food was scarce and tha t 
some of the Indian tribes used them 
as food, it has never been believed that 
thev would become of 
marketable 
value. 
I t was two years ago when Egerton 
first visited the Pima reservation in 
the Gila valley that he flrst conceived 
the idea of using the mesquite bean. 
The while ^efftlers above the reserva­ 
tion had diverted the river's flow on 
their own lands and left none for the 
Indians. 
As a con sequence the I n ­ 
dians suflered greatly. 
T h e grain 
flelds 
were 
ruined 
through lack of irrigation and their 
cattle died from hunger and thirst. 
The Indians themselves subsisted for 
many months upon almost an exclu­ 
sive diet of mesquite flour, and thrived 
upon it apparently as well as upon 
grain food. 


Curious Me thod of Fishing. 


T h e natives of Tutuila , one of the 
islands of Oceania, have a peculiar 
method of catcliing fish. 
At a given 
signal all the inhabitants of the vil­ 
lage assemble on the seashore, to the 
number of about 20 0 persons, each 
one carrying a branch of the cocoa 
palm. W ith these in theirhands they 
plunge into the water and swim a cer­ 
tain distance from the sliore, when 
they turn, forming a compace semi­ 
circle, each one holding his |)alm per­ 
pendicular in the water, thus making 
a sort of sieve. The leader of the party 
then gives a signal and the fishers all 
approach the seashore gradually in 
perfect order, driving before them a 
multitude of fishes, tha t are cast ou 
the sands and killed with sticks.
